Company have been received by of­ 
ficial* from Stute Highway Commis­ 
sioner O’Neill, and negotiations have 
been entered into which may result 
in the purchase of the roads by the 
Stale and the abolishment of the toll. 


It is understood that both of the 
companies are willing to dispose of 
their holdings at a reasonable sum. 
Just what this will be has not been 
announced. 
The effort of the State 
in securing this information 
is 
in 
line with its movement to 
free 
the 
entire state of toll roads. 


The toll road controlled by the Han­ 
over and Littlestown Turnpike com­ 
pany has been viewed with the idea 
of purchu>e by the State for some 
time, and a price was set upon it by 
the company ut a request of the State 
made about three years 
ago. 
The 
company has 
not been 
approached 
since that time. 
The Hanover and Maryland Turn­ 
pike Company controls the road bet­ 
ter known as the “Baltimore” ’pike, 
and which is six miles long, extend­ 
ing front Hanover to the Maryland 
line. Carroll county is now building 
a line to Melrose, and

State road from Melrose to Manches­ 
ter and from Manchester 
to West­ 
chester, and another from Westmin­ 
ster to Reisterstown. 
The Hanover and East Berlin Turn­ 
pike Company controls what is better 
known us the Abbottstown ’pike, a 
ten rude stretch between Hanover and 
East Berlin. 
The Littlestown turn­ 
pike is six and a half mile- in length.

The final figures on the corn output 
of Fennsylvania for this year shows 
that Adams 
County stood eighth In 
production with 
2,533,950 bushels, a.-* 
against 2,401,500 
bushels last year. 
The figures 
are also issued for 
the 
buckwheat crop and show that there 
are only three 
counties in the state 
that grow less buckwheat than Adams. 
They are Montgomery, Cumberland* 
and Lebanon. This year Adams Coun­ 
ty’s yield of buckwheat W’as estimated 
ut 
1450 bushels as against 848 
last 
year. 
The total production of corn in the 
state 
is 05,200,885 bushels as 
com­ 
pared with 04,240,854 bushels in 1910, 
while the production of buckwheat is 
5,570,124 bushels compared with 4,- 
203,890 bushel* a year ago. 


In corn growing the average yield 
per acre in the state was 41 bushels 
and in buckwheat 17.0 bushel*. 
Last 
year corn showed an average yield of 
37 bushels to an acre and buckwheat 
slightly over 
15 
bushels. 
Much 
of 
the corn in some sections of the state 
was damaged by early frost and much 
of it remains to be harvested and the 
same 
is true of the late 
buckwheat 
crop which would have been a record 
breaker, but for the frost damage. 
Twenty-one counties 
show a pro­ 
duction of over one million bushels as 
compared with nineteen counties with 
the same record a year ago. 
Lancas­ 
ter county again 
carries off the high 
corn 
honors with York second 
and 
Berks third, although none of these 
leaders show as great a crop as last 
year. 
Increased 
acreages 
have 
greatly 
changed the 
buckwheat 
records, al­ 
though 
Bradford county holds 
first 
honors and Tioga captured second with 
Indiana third. 
Fifty-eight 
counties 
show an increased crop. 
The State Department of Agricul­ 
ture also announces that Adams is one 
of the counties of the State in which 
the wheat grown during the past sea­ 
son 
had 
greatly 
increased 
in 
its 
I quality. 
The county has come to he recog­ 
nized not only as the greatest apple 
region in the 
State hut us one of the

rank in grain production.

Haig reports to-day that by a swift, 
sudden,

vaunted Hindenburg line over a twen­ 
ty mile front. 
The victorious 
British have

through the first line 
as far as four 
and five miles at a point and are now 
storming the second defenses. 
The attack was begun with an on­ 
rush of a large number of the battle 
tanks which battered down Teuton 
defenses and tumbled away the Ger­ 
mans’ 
cleverly constructed 
emplace­

The .artillery was brought in­ 
to full play, and the infantry followed. 
The attack was sprung as a com­ 
plete surprise and so complete is the 
victory and so utter

HOUSES HEATED WITH SMOKE 


Inhabitants of Korea Have Ingenious 
Way 
of 
Making 
th# 
Floor 
Servo aa a Huge Stove. 


The rigorous winter of Korea, which 
deters many Japanese from settling 
there, is made endurable, says the 
Herald of Asia, by means of heating 
contrivances called ondol. 
This is a 
very ingenious way of heating a whole 
room by making amoke and heated 
air pass under the floor. In fact, the 
floor serves as a huge stove. 
▲ floor la drat made of mud and is 
intersected by three or four flues 
which spring from the fireplace st one 
side of the house end converge into 
the chimney at the other. Large slubs 
of stone are laid over this mud floor 
with its parallel flues. The joints are 
made airtight with clay, and a layer 
of clay is added on the top. 
Finally 
the whole is covered with thick oiled 
paper. The fireplace is outside of the 
wall at one side and the smoke passes 
through those flues in the floor on its 
way to the chimney at the other end 
of the house. In thla way the whole 
room Is effectively warmed. 
Neither 


stove nor hibachi is needed in such a 
room, even during an exceedingly cold 
day, and it is a real comfort to sleep 
in It, feeling, as one does, the soft 
warmth enveloping the whole body 
groin beneath.

The economic portion of Germany 
and Austria la being carefully studied 
by the British Intelligence department, 
and from a aer leo of notes taken from 
tin' press of th# central empires one 
learns, for Instance, that after-w ar 
problems In Germany are the cause of 
modi anxiety. It ta expected that the 
.Mu «»f the empire, according to the 
Voftslsche Zeltung, will, by the end of 
the year, have Increased to ninety-four 
milliards of marks. 
This will Involve 
an annual charge of six milliards, a 
sum which will be increased to ten 
milliards by pensions, debts of sepa­ 
rate states, municipalities and com­ 
munes. 
After the war Industry and 
commerce will have to devote Its at­ 
tention to methods for reconquering 
Its old position In the International 
market, “but they cannot succeed in 
doing so unless the burdens that In­ 
dustry has to bear—-taxes, wages and 
other expenses—are kept within bear­ 
able limits.”

In the German conditions of peace that 
no door anywhere shall be bolted 
against the entry of German products. 
Without any artificial obstruction there 
will be plenty of hindrance to over- j 
come. 
Not one out of all the efforts j 
of our enemies to substitute their own 
products for German good* can be suc­ 
cessful In the long run. Yet sfter the 
war hatred toward Germany will cer­ 
tainly persist among our enemies and | 
may result In the temporary boycott­ 
ing of German goods.” 
Shipping Shortage Serious. 
One of the Amt problems Germany 
will have to face w ill be the shortage 
o f shipping. 
H err Heinken. director 
general of the North German Lloyd 
Steamship company, thinks the opinion 
that the shipping lines will “roll In 
gold” somewhat premature. 
H e con­ 
siders that after a certain period, short 
or long. Germany will again enter Into 
relations with her enemies, but until 
such time arrives he believes that the 
German shipping lnduatry will have to 
wage severe and stern war. 
The two 
vital tasks of German shipping will he, 
first, to make up losses and injuries 
suffered during the war, aud. second. 
to catch np the Enormous advantage 
gained by the enemy and neutral ship­ 
ping aa a result of the war. 
It la also predicted In Vienna, ac- 
cording to the Neue Fret# Press*, that 
steamships 
probably 
will 
b»* 
com­ 
mandeered by the government after 
the war and required to convey raw 
m aterials to and manufactured goods 
from the country at fixed rates 
In both Germany and Austria the 
manufacturing Industry and agriculture 
will tend more and more toward sub­ 
stituting work by machinery for the 
labor of men and beasts. The enorm­ 
ous sacrifices of human lives demanded ; 
by the world war In all countries has 
reduced the number of working men to 1 
such an extent that no brunch of In- 
duatry will have at Its disposal as 
many trained men as before. 
Turning to more domestic matters, 
these notes afford a good Insight Into 
the Internal condition of Germany and 
Austria. 
T he four-pound loaf In the 
new harvest year In Germany cost Just 
j a fraction leas than double w bat It cost 
before the war. There was an increase 
In the dally bread ration from the mid­ 
dle of August from six ounces to near­ 
ly eight ounces, while at the beginning 
of this month the flour, meat and po- j 
tato rations were regulated anew on 
the basis of the harvest estim ates and 
the live stock census. 
People Raid Food Fields. 
Previous allowance# were consid­ 
ered insufficient, and the position of 
food supplies was one of the principal 
causes of labor discontent. It was com ­ 
plained in August, by the general offi­ 
cer commanding In the mark*, that 
“people are not ashamed to help them­ 
selves to produce growing In fields anil 
gardens, often long before It I* ripe.' 
In Austria the position was still more 
serious. 
On 
Sundays great 
crowds

na to buy up early potatoes from the 
peasant*, and people stood In quem** 
right Into the peasants' houses. When

Influence of Art.

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PEPPER DISHES. 


Peppers have such an appetising 
flavor and are ao well liked that a few 
ways of preparing 
them will be en­ 
joyed by the house­ 
wife. Peppers, ilk* 
ruuny of our Vege 
tables, are not ol 
themselves 
nutri­ 
tive hut the piquant 
flavor makes them 
valuable as an ap 
petlzer. 
Peppers stuffed with various 
chopped 
vegetables 
aud 
seasoned 
highly, then pickled were known aud 
enjoyed ou our grandmothers’ tables, 
Original Salad.—Gut into bits two 
or three ripe pears, aud the sam* 
amount of good, well flavored apple, 
add one green pepper cut lu shreds; 
a handful of walnuts or any nuts de­ 
sired, then dress with French dress­ 
ing, using one part vlnegsr to three 
parts oil, mix aud season with salt 
and a few dashes of paprika; chill aud 
serve In nests of lettuce, cress or lo 
apple cups. 
Green Pepper Sandwich/—Mince fine, 
two large green peppers after remov­ 
ing the seeds and pith. 
Add the 
chopped pepper to a cupful of mayon­ 
naise dressing which has been flavored 
with minced chives and parsley. Out 
thin bikes of sandwich bread, spread 
with butter aud theu put on a layer , 
of the sandwich filling, place a slice j 
of buttered bread on each and put 
away with a damp cloth laid over tha 
sandwiches until reudy to serve. 
Pepper Entree.—Take sufficient pep- j 
pers to serve, allowing a half pepper 1 
for euch person. 
Remove the seeds 
and pith and parboil for ten minutes. 
Prepare enough mushrooms to fill the 
peppers. 
Make a white sauce, using 
two tablespoonfuls each of butter aud 
flour, when the butter Is bubbling hot 
add the flour and when thick add a 
pint of rich milk. Season with salt and 
pepper and add the mushrooms.
